QOurclass and neigh- 
bourhood deserves parti ular notice, the work of the Lord re- 
vived in a pleasing and powerful manner; many awakened to be- 
Aold their lost condition, sought the Lerd with prayers and tears 
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and found him Precious to their souls. ‘They now set their seals 
to the glorious truth, that God has power on Earth to forgive 
sins; many now are earnestly seeking the invaluable treasure, and 
pressing by holy violence into the kingdom of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Near sixty have been attached to this society, according 
to the economy of our church within the period of six weeks. We 
have an increase of about ninety members on this circuit, since 
November last. The prospect of an enlargement of Zion, js

From the Religious Messenger. 
A short narrative of the Revival of Religion in Ithaca, N. Y 
from its commencement till the last week in January. Drawn 
up by Benj. Sabin, stationed preacher in the Methodist Epis 
copal Church, in that place, in a letter to a friend, dated Feb 
10, 1827. 
Sunday, December3d. We have now come to the great thank: 
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giving week, wheu more than ascore were converted to God, in 
q day. Christians were about this time, it appeared, unreserved- 
ty devoted to God, and ready for every good word and ‘work. 
They spared no pains day nor night; but agonized in prayer with 
convicts, hour after hour, without cessation, for their conversion 
to God, In the evening of the &Sbove named Sunday, the altar 
was thronged with penitents, weeping and preying for mercy. 
During the meeting, six of them were enabled to rejoice in the 
Lord, 

Monday 4th. God wrought wonderfully among the people. 
In the morning a few pious persons met at the house of sister H, 
io encourage and pray fora young man, who had been groaning 
under a sense of his sins the whole night. As they began to 
pray, the room was soon filled with people; the young man and 
two others were set at liberty, by the power of the spirit; and 
some othems experienced comfort, when they were alone, walking 
the street, fo and from the meetings. ‘Tuesday, we had several 
prayer-meetings in private houses, because of the distressed, a- 
bout a dozen experienced relief during the day, and twenty, in 
our evening prayer-meeting; making upwards of thirty in one so- 
ciety. At this time, our Presbyterian brethren, were fully awake 
to the work, and much favoured of the Lord; but all the glory be 
given to God. 

Wednesday 6th. Our meeting commenced by nine o’clock in 
the morning in the chapel, and continued seventeen hours. It was 
a day of salvation to about adozen, who believed through grace, 
in Christ. The arrows of the Lord were sharpin the hearts of 
his enemies, 

Thursday 7th. This was the great day of thanksgiving. We 
assembled in the morning by nine o’clock, to seek and praise the 
Lord, in his sanctuary. “It was good fur us to be there.”— 
Preaching commenced at eleven o’clock, from “Bless the Lord, 
O my soul,” &c. It was a solemn weeping time; after sermon we 
gave opportunity for such as felt their need of Christ, determined 
to forsake their evil ways, to come to the altar; and we would en- 
deavor to pray for them. Many came, and ten professed to find 
mercy of the Lord. After the evening exercise, we gave another 
invitation to mourners, to bow before the altarin prayer to God, 
and ten more found peace with Him; our meeting held till eleven 
o'clock. 

Friday 8th. Many on this day, like the pious oh the days of 
Pentecost, went“from house to house, praising God,” and pray- 
ing far mourners. We met for prayer at the house of a friend, in 
the afternoon, and again in the evening at the chapel; where 
many manifested themselves as the subjects of prayer, by coming 
‘o the altar, and about a dozen experienced religion. Meeting

Sunday 10th. Ae blessed day of rest. The glory of the Lorg 
filled his house; rising of a dozen were delivered from the bondace 
of Satan, into the liverty of the Sons of God, Our meeting 4, 
reason of the disiressed, continued tilleleven o’clock in the every. 
ing. This was an extraordinary day with our Presbyterjay 
friends. There were “eighty-six persons,’ says their Pastor 
“received to the Church. Fromm this time the work was less pow. 
erful, though a very interesting and pleasing work of grace hag 
continued downto the present day. Yrom the last week in Sep 
tember, to the last week in January, there ave been in my ow, 
conyregation, about three hundred hopeful conversions to Cinst, 
and there have been two hundred and twenty added to ty 
Church, of which.I have the care. Of this latter nugtber, eighty 
ave the heads of families; twenty-one are the busbands of believing 
wives; one hundred and twenty-seven are baptized children’ 
We may all say, with the above Rev. Gentlemen, respecting thy 
subjects ofthe work. “All ages have been brought iv, from 
old man of three score and ten, to the child of six or seven; 
all classes, from the refined moralists to the prefane 
All professions and callings, lawyers, magistrates merchan's 
chanics, farmers,and day-labourers, have shared in this mighty 
work,” From the first of December to the tenth, there were 
bout one hundred and fifteen conve:ted to God in the Methodist 
congregation. From the tenth day of the month, to the last week 
in January,from accounts, itappears about seventy were con- 
verted. Two hundred and sixty-one have joined society in tis 
Station, and about one hundred on the adjoining circuits, withis 
the bounds of the Presbyterian congregation. We think we 
may say with safety, upwards of four hundred have ex: 
perienced religion in the Methodist congregation. Making with 
Mr. Wisner’s account, seven hundred at least, converted to Christ, 
besides what are to be found among the Baptists, and Protestant 
Episcopalians of which we have had no particular account. “The 
work has been deep and solemn,” We have known but very lit- 
‘le interruption from any source whatever. The work hath bees 
mysterious in many instunces; but not “contrary to the word of 
God,” nor“dangerous to the souls of men,” as we have discover- 
ed, Some like Saul of Tarsus, “fell to the earth;” under the hea 
venty light. Others have groaned in anguish, when ‘the pains 
of hell got liold upon them,” and like the blind man by the way 
side, “cried out, saying, have mercy on us; O Lord, thou son of 
David.” When relieved of their intolerable load of guilt and 
misery, they have, “with aloud yeice. glorified God,” as they 
‘id in old times

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RELIGION IN MEXICO. 
Pesription of Mexico, by Mr. Brigham, who has just 

returned from phat interesting counir y. 

Coming io Mexico, the most valuable of the Span- 
ish possessions in the new world, with a population 
nearly equal to all the others united, and where had long 
been a numerous and extravagant nobility, I was pre 
pared to fing an imposing worship, a corrupt priest- 
hood, and a superstitious people. On the way from the 
Pacific coast to the capital, L saw continual proof that 
My anticipations were correct, Nearly every planta- 
tion, hill and stream, bore the name of some saint; every 
dwelling, even the poorest Indian’s but, was furnished 
with small images and paintings of the Virgiu; and 
sometimes fancied images were pointed out in the 
high rocks, where the deluded people came and poured 
out their supplications. 

But it was on gaining the summit of the last mountain, 
which overlooks the spacious upper valley, that their 
religion appeared in its most imposing form. The 
great metropolis, with its white walls, was seen in the 
centre of the plain, its tall spires, domes, and towers 
shooting up in such numbers, that every house seemed a 
temple, and all the people’s business praise. ‘The val- 
ley too, inevery direction, was crowded with villages 
and churches, where ascended numerous other towers, 
on Which the last rays of the sun were now falling. 

As it was the time of evening prayers, hundreds of 
deep-toned bells were slowly tolling, while the sur- 
rounding hills were repeating and throwing back their 
echoes on the plain below. Had [ been a Catholic. L 
should have said, ‘*Thisis the beauty of holiness; thie 
is the place where the Lord delights to dwell.” But 
{ had before, in other places, seen with pain the hol- 
low pomp of their religion, and how seldom it is con- 
nected with purity of life. I remembered, too, the days 
when the troops of Cortez entered this quiet paradise: 
hew they tortured the poor defenceless natives, and 
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founded in bleod the walls of the present city:—and in- 
stead of pleasing emotions, L could not but weep over 
the fallen nature of man, and the vain toys which he 
can offer his Saviour, in place of brokenness of heart. 

A few miles from the town was shown, by the side of 
the lake, the aged convent, built by Cortez at the be- 
sinning of the conquest; and near the suburbs, was 
pointed out the church where that hypocritical con- 
queror was intered. Both of these buildings are yet 
firm andin use; though, from the lapse of three cen- 
turies, and the military association of their origin, they 
seem invested with a kindof Roman antiquity. 

In passing through Mexico at different times, wonder 
and grief have often. been excited, in seeing what enor- 
mous expenditures have there been made for religions 
purposes, and yet how little God has been honeured by 
them all. 

Tfe cathedral, built of lewn stone, (on the site of the 
old temple of the God of war) with four fronts of differ- 
ent orders of architecture, including several side « haples, 
the ecclesiastical college and library, must far surpass in 
srandeur any religious edifice in the new world. It is 
n0 less than five hundred feet in length, and is suid to 
have cost the Spanish government one million of dollars 
for the walls alone; & for the altar, organs, paintings, sil- 
ver chandeliers, candlesticks, & images, a million more. 

Many of the convents are also spacious and magnifi- 
ceut to extravagance. That of St. Francis, erected on 
the spot where stood the palace of Montezuma, has the 
dimensions of two entire blocks, containing within ‘it 
seven religious chaples, besides numerous courts, halls, 
and cells for the friars. The walls of this immense 
establishment are nearly all lined with portraits 
of different saints, and other costly paintings ill- 
ustrating their lives and miracles, Besides this con- 
vent, there are about twenty others for men, & fotrteen 
or fifteen for women; some of Which are litle inferior 
in size, and more wealthy than the ene described.

which were nourished by the Spanish government, 
made important helps in keeping the colonists in 
ignorance and willing slavery. 

But you will ask, what effect has the revolution pro- 
duced on these religious establishments? 

The reply is, thatin Mexico it has produced no great 
effect as yet, more than to deter the present generation 
from entering the monastic life, 

While this and the other colonies were subject to 
Spain, most of the civil and military offices were filled 
by favourites sent frem the mother country. The effec 
was, that the American youth, in looking round fo: 
employment, saw no field left for them so inviting as 
the church. "This was the best road to honour and 
wealth, and they pressed by hundreds into the convents. 
Every family of standing must prepare one son at least, 
to wear the sacred robes.

“he expenditures for the church, under the new ad 
istration, are a mere trifle compared with those of 
ormer. The archbishop, who was then paid 125,- 
O00 dollars a year, besides being furnished with a city 
and a country place, fled at the time of the revolution to 
the mother country. Seven, out of their nine bishops, 
some of which had 100,000 dollars a year, and many of 
the canons, who had about 14,000 dollars a year, have 
also fled or died, and their salaries from the tithes now ° 
come to the new government. 

The two bishops who yet remain receive now about 
50,000 dollars each, the canons 3000 in piace of 14,000, 
and the lower priests a much less sum. ‘The number 
of secular clergy | was not able to ascertain. The 
cathedral of the capital has twenty-six canons; that of 
Puebla, Valladolid, Guadalaxara, and Oaxaca, has 
each nearly as many more, besides numerous curates 
and other priests, scattered ‘throughout the cities, vi!

Sandwick Island—A yery pleasing statement of the 
improved condition of the Sandwick Islands, appears in 
the last Petersburg Intelligéicer. It is the summary of 
an account given “recently in the Presbyterian Church 
in Petersburg, by the Rev. Chas. S. Stewart, a mis- 
sionary, lately from those Islands, of the condition of 
the natives previous to the time at which the first mis- 
sionary, landed on the Islands, which was in 1820, and 
their state at the preseat time. The Islanders were, 
when Mr. S first reached there, in the Spring of 1823, 
in the lowest state of wretchedness and degradation— 
he scarcely could believe them human beings. They 
seemed to him to be creatures which linked together the 
human and brute creation.
